This section is being used 
at the present time by peddlers and 
push cart men, and I want to call the 
attention of the Commissioners to 
the condition in which these streets 
are left at night. Push carts and

peddler wagons are allowed to stand 
in the street all night without regard 
to the danger to life and property. 
In addition I have reports that the 
landlords of that section are collect- 
ing rents from these peddlers and 
push cart men and tell them they 
can let their vehicles stay there at 
night. I think some ordinance 
should be passed making it unlawful 
to allow these wagons and push carts 
to remain on the streets between the 
hours of 10 P. M. and 5 o’clock in 
the morning.

1. That pursuant to the Act of the 
Legislature of the State of New Jer- 
sey entitled “An Act to authorize and 
regulate the issuance of bonds and 
otuer obligations and the incurring

At the meeting of the Board of 
School .Estimate held on Friday 
morning, April 29, 1921, it was de- 
cided to recommend to the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, that. an appropriation of one 
million nine hundred and_ ninety 
thousand dollars ($1,990,000) be 
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made and placed to the credit of the 
Board of Education for the purchase 
of lands for school purposes and for 
erecting, enlarging, repairing or fur- 
nishing school houses in the City of 
Newark as set forth in the attached 
certificate.

Commissioner Brennan: Is that 
the resolution adopted by the Board 
of School Estimate prior to April 29? 
If it is, is there not now a question 
as to its legality? I think it should 
be referred to the Law Department 
for an opinion as to its legality. 


Mr. Thomas A. Kenny, President 
of the Board of Education: This is 
a resolution adopted by the Board of 
School Estimate previous to the reor- 
ganization as at present. It provides 
for three or faur elementary school 
projects, together with Continuation 
Schools and Junior College. I do 
not want this matter passed upon 
lightly. After the meeting of the 
Board of School Estimate, it was 
brought to my attention through the 
newspapers that if this project were 
passed, the City of Newark would 
possibly exceed its debt limit. This, 
however, is evidently not so. If this 
is passed we will not pass the limit 
fixed by the laws of New Jersey. 
However, the New York Market is 
the market for our bonds, and it may 
be possible if this project is passed 
that we wiil deprive ourselves of the 
New York Market. There is no one 
more interested than myself to pre- 
serve the credit of the City of New- 
ark, but other conditions confront 
me as a member of the Board of 
School Estimate and President of the 
Board of Education. We have three 
schools that contain fire hazards that 


should be removed at once, and there 
should be no further delay in this 
matter. These are the Eliot, Charl- 
ton and Hawkins Street Schools. 
These could be fireproofed at a cost 
of $40,000, but I do not want to 
spend this money if the proposed ex- 
tensions to the buildings are to be 
authorized. I do not want to see 
these buildings remain in their pres- 
ent condition any longer and I will 
not assume the responsibility if they 
are not put in condition to be re- 
opened in the fall through delay by 
the Estimate Board. The State 
Board has been after us to remedy 
this condition for the last two or 
three years. It calls for immediate 
action. Some action should be taken 
to pass it in part if not in whole. 
These buildings should be fireproofed 
during the summer when they are 
closed; otherwise it will be necessary 
to close some of these schools in the 
fall. It is within your power to pro- 
vide this money and I think it should 
be provided immediately. 


Commissioner Brennan: You would 
not want a budget passed today when 
there may be a question as to its 
legality? - 


Mr. Kenny: I would not, but I do 
not see how it could not be. I do 
not propose to have schools opened in 
September with these existing condi- 
tions. It will take several months to 
prepare plans and remedy these con- 
ditions. The money must be made 
available at once. I do not want to 
involve this Commission and my own 
Board in litigation; at the same time 
I cannot allow this matter to pass 
in a cursory way. I am the one that 
must shoulder the responsibility. If 
a fire takes place it will be up to me 
and not the City Commission and I 
come here today to call your atten- 


tion to these conditions I will not 
assume responsibility that does not 
belong to me. 


Commissioner Gillen: The Board 
of School Estimate you will remem- 
ber some time ago presented a budget 
where immediate action was neces~ 
sary in order to meet certain condi- 
tions and with that end in view we 
passed that budget rather hastily be- 
cause the Board deemed it necessary 
on account of the great urgency. 
There can be doubt in the minds of 
any people as to the absolute need 
of immediate funds to prepare these 
schools for the fall. In the State of 
New York where this Junior College 
is now housed in a high school, the 
State Board has stated that it will 
not be recognized in the State of 
New York unless it is housed in a 
building of its own, when it will be 
recognized for its true work and true 
value. It seems to me as a member 
of this Board and as a citizen, that 
immediate action should be taken 
and in order that the credit of the 
City may not be impaired, a meeting 
of the Board of School Estimate 
should be held at once. The summer 
is coming on and these funds must 
be provided. 


Mayor Archibald: We endeavored 
to have a meeting of the Board of 
School Estimate last Tuesday but 
Commissioner Raymond was sick and 
I expected to call one for today but 
he is still sick, and I want to have 
him here at that time. 


Mr. Kenny: May I make a sug- 
gestion? Would it not be possible 
to pass this budget in part? 


. 


Corporation Counsel Congleton: I 
do not think you can pass it in part. 
This Board has no discretion in cut- 
ting out items. This Board as I un- 
derstand the law has no authority to 


cut out any single item. If you pass 
it as it is, it will take us out of our 
debt limit as figured in New York 
and keep us out of the New York 
Bond Market. 


Mr. Kenny: I have been waiting 
for a month. It is up to me and if 
there is any responsibility I will not 
assume it. 


Mayor Archibald: It is up to me 
and I publicly say I will assume the 
responsibility. I will accept full re- 
sponsibility. I will call a meeting at 
the earliest date I can arrange it.

with the idea that Memorial Day 
Services are to be paid for and com- 
mercialized ty such as the Essex 
Trades Council? 


If the Salvation Army Band has 
sought to compete with such as the 
Local Union Bands in rendering 
Music at professional affairs such as 
dances or games or other pastimes, 
I feel the Unions would have been 
justified in their stand but to com- 
mercialize and Unionize Memorial 
Services for men who died that we 
may live in glory, is more than I can 
stand by to witness without exerting 
every power to prevent it and I be- 
lieve the Commissioners of the City 
of Newark are Americans enough and 
Patriotic enough to make certain 
that the wrongs committed on this 
last Memorial Day be answered for ` 


as well as making it a certainty that 
no such action will again serve to 
stain the annals of our patriotic 
services to our Heroic Dead.

$1,494,957,189 and such ratables in 
other counties of the State in the 
same year amounting to the sum of 
$1,760,007,079; and, 
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WHEREAS, This Board has also 
been informed that 46% of the taxes 
levied in the State were paid in 
Essex and Hudson Counties; and, 


WHEREAS, This Board has also 
been informed that in the other 
counties of this State the ratables 
for taxation for the year 1920 were 
from 30% to 65% of real value, while 
those in the counties of Essex and 
Hudson are 80% of real value; and, 


WHEREAS, This Board is of the 
opinion, in case the above mentioned 
facts upon investigation can be sub- 
Stantiated, that this county is bear- 
ing more than its just proportion of 
the taxes of the State; Now, There-

Commissioner Brennan: Mr. 
Mayor, I have an ordinance I desire 
to present for first reading. 


Commissioner Brennan offered the 
following ordinance which was read 
by the clerk: 


An Ordinance providing for the 
regulation of vehicles at rest on cer- 
tain streets of The City of Newark, 
and providing penalties for the vio- 
lation thereof. 


The Board of Commissioners of 
The City of Newark Do Ordain: 


Section 1. That for the purposes 
of this ordinance the following zone 
in the City of Newark is hereby es- 
tablished and shall be known as 
“Zone No. i,” for the regulation of 
vehicles at rest in the public streets 
within said zone: 


BHGINNING at the intersection of 
the northerly curb of Washington 
Place and the easterly curb of Wash- 
ington Street;' thence running east- 
erly along the northerly curb of 
Washington Place to the westerly 
curb of Broad Street; thence north- 
erly along the westerly curb of Broad 
Street to a point in range with the 
northerly curb of Lombardy Street; 
thence easterly in line with and 
along the northerly curb of Lombardy 
Street to the easterly curb of Ogden 
Street; thence southerly along the 
easterly curb of Ogden Street to the 
easterly curb of Mulberry Street; 
thence southerly along the easterly 
curb of Mulberry Street to the north- 
erly curb of North Canal Street; 
thence easterly along the northerly 
curb of North Canal Street to a point 
in range with the easterly curb of 
Lawrence Street; then southerly in 


line with and along the easterly curb 
of Lawrence Street to the northerly 
line of the Central Railroad; thence 
southerly crossing the Central Rail- 
road and Hamilton Street to the in- 
tersection of the southerly curb of 
Hamilton Street and the easterly 
curb of Columbia Street; thence 
scutherly along the easterly curb of 
Columbia Street to the southerly 
curb of Elm Street; thence westerly 
along the southerly curb of Elm 
. Street to the easterly curb of Mul- 
berry Street; thence southerly along 
the easterly curb of Mulberry Street 
to tne southerly curb of Walnut 
Street; thence westerly along the 
southerly curb of Walnut Street to 
the westerly curb of Broad Street; 
thence northerly along the westerly 
curb of Broad Street to the southerly 
curb of Court Street; thence westerly 
along the southerly curb of Court 
Street to a point in range with the 
Westerly curb of Plane Street; thence 
northerly in line with and along the 
westerly curb of Plane Street to the 
northerly curb of James Street; 
thence easterly along the northerly 
curb of James Street to the easterly 
curb of Washington Street; thence 
southerly along the easterly curb of 
Washington Street to the point of 
BEGINNING. 


Section 2. It shall be unlawful to 
leave standing at rest or to cause or 
permit any vehicle to be left standing 
at rest in or upon any public street 
within the zone above described, un- 
less said vehicle is in charge of some 
person capable of driving or oper- 
ating the same, and then not for a 
longer period than fifteen minutes; 
provided, however, that this ordi- 
nance shall not apply to vehicles at 
rest for the purpose of loading or un- 
loading goods, wares or merchandise 
during such period as may be neces- 
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sary for such loading or unloading, 
or to vehicles in attendance at funer- 
als, weddings, receptions or celebra- 
tions. 


Section 3. The regulations pro- 
vided for in Section 2 shall apply be- 
tween the hours of 8 o’clock in the 
forenoon and 6 o’clock in the after- 
noon on all days, except Sundays and 
holidays. 


Section 4. Any person, persons, 
firm or corporation which shall vio- 
late any provision of this ordinance 
shall, on conviction thereof, forfeit 
and pay a penalty of two dollars 
($2.00) for the first offense, and ten 
dollars ($10.00) for each subsequent 
offense. 


Section 5. All ordinances or parts 
of ordinances inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 6. This ordinance shall 
take effect immediately. 


Commissioner Brennan: Mr. 
Mayor, I would like to’ have the or- 
dinance adopted on first reading and 
hold a special hearing on it, open to 
the public and all citizens who desire 
to participate therein in the Council 
Chamber Friday evening of this week, 
June 10th. The Chief Justice has 
clearly defined the law relative to 
street obstructions, and while I feel, 
under his definition of the law, no 
ordinance is required, still I deem it 
important enough to obtain the opin- 
ions and suggestions of all classes of 
citizens who are going to be affected 
by it (and that means practically 
every citizen in the community), that 
is, by an ordinance of this kind, or 
the enforcement of the Chief Justice’s 
ruling, if you might call it such, at 
least his definition of the law. 


There is no denying the fact our 
public streets, especially in the cen- 
ter of the city, have been permitted 
to become congested. Business men 
are complaining daily; my office is 
kept busy answering complaints of 
business men relative to the parking 
of automobiles by others than those 
doing business in front of places of 
business on public streets for unlim- 
ited periods. We have an ordinance 
in effect at the present time which 
defines the length of the time auto- 
mobiles may park on various streets 
within a given zone, but we find auto- 
mobile owners can get around it. 


For illustration, on streets where 
30 minutes are allowed, the owner 
or driver will leave it stand for 28 
or 29 minutes and then come out 
and move the car one or two feet, 
and, the automibile not standing at 
the same place, you therefore can not 
prove a violation. I feel this ordi- 
nance is not just what will meet with 
the wishes of a great majority of 
citizens, automobile owners and busi- 
hess men, but I do feel something 
has to be done, and possibly we may 
be able, after a conference with citi- 
zens, business men and representa- 
tives of various organizations, to ar- 
rive at some form of an ordinance 
which will give needed relief in the 
center of the city. 


` 


I have had numerous protests 
since this matter was given to the 
press relative to its adoption, and I 
have numerous letters on my desk 
from business men, organizations and 
others commending the passage of 
such an ordinance. I do not feel that 
I should leave myself subject to in- 
dictment on instructions of the Chief 
Justice (even though such an indict- 
ment may not be made), but I believe 
that every man realizes something 


has to be done to relieve the conges- 
tion as at present existing in the cen- 
ter of the city. `

street at this time. 
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With the exception of the property 
owned by this company, and the ad- 
jacent plant of the New York and 
New Jersey Lubricant Company, the 
entire property in the vicinity is un- 
developed, and the street is used pri- 
marily by the wagons engaged in col- 
lecting ashes and other refuse from 
the streets of the city. 


This time is, in our opinion, a very 
unfavorable time to engage in any 
new work such as this due to the 
very depressed business conditions, 
which are affecting the manufactur- 
ers of this city who are in no posi- 
tion to endure additional expense, in 
addition to the present regular city 
taxes. 


Furthermore, Wilson Avenue, 
which is only one block north of De- 
lancy Street, parallels same all the 
way to Doremus Avenue. This street 
has been recently paved and, being 
in good condition, should furnish all 
the facilities needed to take care of 
all traffic from the meadow district. 


We would request, therefore, that 
the Board veto this proposed im- 
provement on the grounds that the 
present business conditions do not 
warrant the expenditure, that there 
is no necessity to furnish this im- 
provement to the property owners on 
Delancy Street, and that Wilson Ave- 
nue adequately meets all of the re- 
guirements for this district.

My dear Mr. Gillen: 


The City of Newark was at one 
time a member of the National 
Rivers and Harbors Congress and 
contributed to the support of its 
work, but its support has been dis- 
continued. 


We are undertaking a nation wide 
campaign of education as to the ab- 
solute necessity of developing. and 
using our inland and _ coastwise 
waterways. We feel that the time 
has come when our Federal Congress 
should be so impressed with the im- 
portance of this through the influence 


of popular opinion that such treat- 
ment of the problem as was demon- 
strated in our last two Rivers and 
Harbors Bills will be impossible of 
repeating in the future. 


In order for us to meet the greatly 
increased expenses involved in mak- 
ing this campaign, it will be neces- 


sary for us-to increase our revenues 
very materially. We are doing this 
by increasing our membership and by 
calling on those of our members to 
pay their dues where they have al- 
lowed them to lapse. We realize, of 
course, that the general depression of 
the times makes finances somewhat 
difficult to procure, but in so far as 
our work is to overcome these very 


conditions it seems all the more rea- 


son why our members should con- 
tinue their support. It is going to re- 
quire the united and concerted action 
of every and all municipalities in the 
country in a national way and 
through a national organization in 
order to create the public sentiment 
sufficient to influence our Congress to 
realize the immense possibilities for 
industrial development and the great 
benefit to be derived by their adopt- 
ing a businesslike program for this 
improvement and make such appro- 
priations as may be required to carry 
out such a program. 


We want all business interests and 
business organizations to realize that 
the National Rivers: and Harbors 
Congress is their own organization, 
that it is constantly and persistently 
working in their behalf, that it is 
their national representative, sta- 
tioned in Washington, working as a 
progressive, efficient and yet impar- 
tial agency for the promotion of our 
waterways as a means of transporta- 
tion. It is a general clearing house 
for the dissemination of information 
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and influence advantageous to water- 
way interests, a medium through 
which the civic organizations and 
waterway associations and waterway 
interests throughout the country 
may be kept promptly informed of 
pending legislation and other govern- 
mental activities. If the business or- 
ganizations of the country will real- 
ize this and work in conjunction with 
us we would bring such pressure to 
bear on Congress that they would, 
cout of necessity, give us what we 
asked for. 


I am taking the liberty of enclos- 


ing a renewal statement for the 


amount formerly contributed by the 
City. May I ask you to bring this 
to their attention and impress upon 
them, if you will, the fact that we 
need their co-operation in order to 
make this campaign a success.
